MAY FLY TO MACAO 
a TO-DAY. ~ 


With the arrival ‘of the 
firs: seaplane by the Africa 
from Manila, 
day, the contemplated Hong- 
kong-Macao serial service, 
for which a Company, named the 
Macao Aerial Transport Com- 
pany has been registered, and 
is in process of formation, is 
an event which can be expected 
to happen within the space of a 
few weeks. Mr. Robert Johnson,an 
American, was commissioned by 
Capt. C.E. Ricou,for his company, 
to deliver the machine, which 
was purchased in Manila and 
shipped tn this Colony by the 
Japanese steamer. . 


The Africa Mara came into 
port yesterday with the machine, 
which is a Curtiss seagul!, re- 
posing on its upper deck. Mr. 
Johnson did not meet Capt Ricou, 
as had been arranged, and he 
was faced with the problem: of 


making a quick landing of the 


plane, as the Africa Maru_ was 
due togo into dry dock. Under 
these circumstances, assistance 
from an outside quarter was the 
more welcomed, and Mr. EYE, 
O. Farrell, of'the Godown Cam- 
pany, who was a Lieutenant in the 
British aerial force during the war, 
earned for himself the grateful 
thanks of the aviator by coming 
forward and rendering invaluable 
assistance. He obtained per- 
mission from the naval authori- 
ties for the mooring of the plane 
inside the breakwater of 
the Naval Yard at Kowloon. 
This part of the business being 
transacted, the restwaseasy. The 
plane was floated on the water 
and moved under its own power 
to the mayal camber. ° 


In this:connection, Mr. John- 
son expresses his thanks to the 
Naval Authorities, who gave every 
help arid extended every facility in 
bringing in the plane.

We are living in Sociatistic 
days. Socialism is spreading and 
the fever has cauzht the Govern- 
ment of India. Who knows, we 
may witness the Government of 
| Hongkong heing run on Socialis- 
| tic lines in the nor ‘distant future. 
The Indian Governmen: has just 
formulated a-scheme wherby a 
considerable share of the profits 
of the rice trade should go to the 
general community. It is novel 
inasmuch as it has hitherto no: 
been attempted, at any rate in the 
East. Last year, it appears, 
India, absorbed the greater 
part of the surplus of Burma 
rice available for export. and 
India directed much of the 
balance to countries having a 
Jares Yndian population. The 
Government of India considered 
that the interests of these con- 
sumers outweighed the claims 
of the Burma producer - 
make abnormal profits and 
the Control prices were. applied 
to all exports whether 
in India .or abroad. This 
year thesituation ‘is different as 
India’s requirements are likely tu 
be much smaller and the greater 
part of the rice surplus of Burma 
will go to foreign countries, Lord 
Chelmsford the Viceroy, speaking 
at the Conference of the India 
Chambzrs of Commerce,-held in 
Calcutta. speaking on this sub- 
ject. said.—“It will be necessary 
for isto ke-p down internal prices 
in the interests.of our consumers, 
while the same time 
it. seems clearly desirable 
to obtain from our foreign con- 
sumers a fair mar<ket price for 
the riea that we sell to them. It 
Is conceivable that these two 
objects might be obtained simply 
by the limitation of exports, but 
if such a limitation proved effec- 
tive in keeping down’ internal 
prices the exporters would pocket 
the large difference between these 
and world prices, and would thus 
reap the whole of the profits 
which would otherwise be dis- 
tributed between the cultivators, 
the dealers, the millers, the ship- 
pers, and the various other 
interests concerned in the trade. 
The Government of India have 
felt it incumbent to intercept a 
considerable share of these profits 
for the benefit-of the general com- 
|munity. The scheme of control 
this -year has been formulated 
with the three-fold object of, fir- 
stly, preventing’an undue rise 
in internal prices; secondly, 
.ebtaining a fair price for our ex- 
ports; and, thirdly, securing. to 
the general community a share in 
the profits of the trade. I hope it 
will be recognised as equitable in 
its broad principles. ‘‘We are 
moving pretty fast in the Rast?

CANTON BUOY MAREING. 

Notica is given that the buoy 
referred'to in Notice 152 (to_be 
known hereafter as the Sha 
Chung Rock Buoy) is now 
established as a permanent Aid 
to Navigation in the Canton 
District. The following particu- 
lars are given for the information 
of navigators:—The rock, mark- 


the Sha Chung Rock. It is 
situated off Messrs. Jardine 
Matheson Co.'s new property 
(late Hamburg American Line 
property) in the Back Reach of 
Canton Harbour. The rack] 
extends for 100 feetup and down 
river, parallel to the bund wall; 
and has an extreme width of 36 
feet. The buoy is moored over 
the middle of the rock, in a direct 
line, up and down river, between 
the lowest soundings. At 40 and 
50 feet below, or to the Southward 
of the buoy, are two soundings of 
10 feet and 115 feet LOWS. 
respectively. At 50 feet to the 
Northward of the buoy is a sound- 
ing of 11.7 feer L.W.S. The 
buoy is painted black, and exhibits 
a green light te:ween sunset and 
sunrise.

The “Deutsches Worterbuch,” 
begun by the brothers Jacob and 
Wilhelm Grimm, contains, as the 
total result of. sixty-seven years 
of printing and publishing, some 
twenty thousand pages, equiva- 
lent to rather more than ten thou- 
sand pages of the Oxford Diction- 
ary, and covers about five-sixths 
of the whole of the German voea- 
bulary. The portion of the Dutch 
Dictionary, now published, the 
* Woordenboek cer Nederlansche 
Taal,” begun in 1850 by De Vries 
and Te Winkel, amounts to four- 
teen thousand pages, equivalent 
to less than six thousand pages of 
the Oxford Dictionary. and con- 
tains about three-fifths of the 
Dutch vocabulary. The Diction- 
ary of the Swedish Academy is 
much less advanced than either 
of these. The first part appeared 
in 1893, and the editors’ still have 
to deal with five-sixths of the 
Swedish vocabulary. 

What will be done when the
